At  the  Grammar  School,  every  year,  we  raise  money  to  give  back  to  the  community,  and  to  educate 
our  students  about  local  and  global  issues.  This  year,  we  had  a  number  of  events  and  projects  to  do 
just  this.  The  first  of  these  was  fundraising  for  the  Terry  Pox  Foundation.  The  Prep,  Middle,  and 
Senior  Schools  all  pitched  in,  collecting  pledges,  selling  t-shirts,  and  holding  coffee  houses,  for 
example.  In  total,  between  the  three  schools,  we  raised  over  ten  thousand  dollars  for  cancer 
research.  Then,  in  October,  to  raise  awareness  of  modern  human  rights  issues,  we  had  Lt.-General 
Romeo  Dallaire,  author  of  Shake  Hands  with  the  Devil,  come  and  speak  at  our  school,  in  a 
presentation  that  was  open  to  all.  It  was  an  incredible  opportunity  for  everyone  who  wanted  to  learn 
about  the  Rwandan  genocide  or  current  use  of  child  soldiers  to  do  so,  and  his  speech  profoundly 
impacted  many  of  those  who  attended.  In  addition,  we  raised  several  hundred  dollars  for  a  charity 
run  by  Mr.  Dallaire.  Throughout  the  year,  there  have  been  many  student  run  initiatives  to  fundraise 
for  community  events  and  to  raise  awareness  about  a  variety  of  different  issues.  A  wonderful 
example  of  this  was  the  senior  school  participation  in  the  vow  of  silence,  in  November.  This  raised 
money  and  awareness  for  Free  the  Children,  an  organisation  aiming  to  end  the  use  of  sweatshop 
labour  and  child  soldiers  around  the  world.  We  also  raised  money  for  The  Red  Charity,  dedicated  to 
fighting  AIDS.  The  Prep  School  raised  an  impressive  $1870.87  in  their  annual  Unicef  fundraising 
campaign  and  supported  Phoenix  House  during  a  Winter  Carnival  Pajama  Day.  The  Middle  School, 
led  by  their  energetic  and  dedicated  student  council,  supported  Feed  Nova  Scotia  (Adopt-a-Family 
Program),  Habitat  for  Humanity  (school  kits),  as  well  as  World  Vision.  Finally,  this  March,  a  group  of 
Senior  School  students  went  to  Guatemala  to  volunteer  with  Habitat  for  Humanity,  bringing  with 
them  almost  one  hundred  school  kits  for  local  children.  This  trip,  besides  the  donation  of  the  school 
kits  and  the  construction  of  local  housing,  taught  the  entire  group  a  lot  about  the  living  conditions 
and  lives  of  many  in  Central  America.
